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Example 1 

Polyoxyethylene nonylphenyl ether (20 E.O.) (3 parts) 
was added to unvulcanized polyisoprene rubber latex emulsion 
(solid content at dryness 60%) (91.7 parts), and the 
resultant mixture was stirred until the mixture became 
homogeneous. The thus -prepared mixture was employed as 
"liquid A." To sorbitan monooleate (2 parts), a free-acid- 
type carboxylvinyl polymer (2% water dispersion) (7 parts); a 
modified pigment prepared from pulverized titanium oxide 
particles through surf ace- treatment with di ( polyoxyethylene 
nonylphenyl ether) (4 E.O.) phosphate ester (hereinafter 
abbreviated as DPOENPEP) (ratio of adhered DPOENPEP to 
titanium oxide (wt.): 3.8%) (0.5 parts); and triethanolamine 
(0.1 part) were added and mixed. The thus -prepared mixture 
was employed as "liquid B . " 

Subsequently, liquid A was gradually added to the 
aforementioned liquid B with stirring, thereby homogeneously 
mixing the two liquids. Thus, a pack composition having a pH 
of 7.0 for the skin according to the present invention was 
obtained. 

The time required for peeling the pack was measured; 
the applied pack composition was uniformly peeled off within 
9 minutes. Then, a peel test was performed so as to measure 
the peel stress. The stress was 1.5 g for uniform peeling. 
In addition, a composition stability test revealed that the 
volume ratio of a cream phase was 1.0, which indicates high

stability. 

Upon application, the pack composition spread 
excellently, easily, and uniformly, forming white and 
homogeneous film. The film could be peeled readily and 
uniformly without irritating the skin. 

In addition, after the pack composition had been stored 
at 0-45°C for 6 months, the appearance of the composition was 
similar to that observed immediately after production, and no 
discoloration, separation, or aggregation was observed. 

Thus , the pack composition of the present invention for 
the skin is considerably excellent and remarkably superior to 
a pack composition obtained in the below-described 
Comparative Examples .

Example 4 

In order to investigate the effect of the amount of the 
aforementioned modified pigment incorporated, pack 
compositions were prepared. Specifically, the procedure of 
Example 1 was repeated, except that to a mixture containing 
an unvulcanized polyisoprene rubber latex (solid content at 
dryness 60%) (83.3 parts), polyoxyethylene nonylphenyl ether 
(20 E.O.) (3.0 parts), sorbitan monooleate (2.0 parts), a 
free-acid- type carboxylvinyl polymer (0.15 parts), and 
potassium hydroxide (0.05 parts), a modified pigment prepared 
from titanium oxide particles through surf ace- treatment with 
tri( polyoxyethylene nonylphenyl ether) (6 E.O.) phosphate 
ester (hereinafter abbreviated as TPOENPEP) (ratio of adhered 
TPOENPEP to titanium oxide (wt. ) : 5.7%) was added in a 
variety of amounts (i.e., 0.03 parts, 0.1 part, 0.5 parts, 
4.0 parts, 8.0 parts, 10 parts, and 15 parts). The total 
amount of each composition was adjusted to 100 parts through 
addition of water. 

The obtained pack compositions were tested in terms of 
storage stability, ease of uniform application, homogeneity 
of dried film, time required for peeling, peel stress, and 
sensation after peeling, and the results are shown in Table 1.

As is clear from the results shown in Table 1, in the 
present invention, the amount of the aforementioned modified 
pigment to be incorporated is 0.1-10% based on the total 
amount of each formation, preferably 0-5-8.0%. When the 
amount is less than 0.1%, the time required for forming 
peelable film is prolonged; appearance of the formed film 
assumes unevenness (spots); and uniform peeling of the film 
becomes difficult. When the amount is in excess of 10%, 
uniform application becomes difficult; storage stability 
decreases considerably; and aggregation readily occurs. 
Example 5 

In order to investigate the effect of the amounts of 
the aforementioned nonionic surfactants incorporated, pack 
compositions were prepared. Specifically, the procedure of 
Example 1 was repeated, except that to a mixture containing 
an unvulcanized polyisoprene rubber latex (solid content at 
dryness 60%) (83.3 parts), a modified pigment prepared from 
titanium oxide particles through surf ace- treatment with 
di(polyoxyethylene octylphenyl ether) (6 E.O.) phosphate 
ester (hereinafter abbreviated as DPOEOPEP) (ratio of adhered 
DPOEOPEP to titanium oxide (wt.): 5.7%) (1.0 part), a free- 
acid- type carboxylvinyl polymer (0.2 parts), and potassium 
hydroxide (0.05 parts), sorbitan monooleate and 
polyoxyethylene sorbitan monolaurate (50 : 50) were added in 
a variety of total amounts (i.e., 0.1 part, 0.5 parts, 1.0 
part, 4.0 parts, 8.0 parts, 10 parts, and 15 parts). The 
total amount of each composition was adjusted to 100 parts 
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through addition of water. 

The obtained pack compositions were tested in terms of 
stability, ease of uniform application, homogeneity of dried 
film, time required for peeling, peel stress, and sensation 
after peeling, and the results are shown in Table 2. 
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As is clear from the results shown in Table 2, in the 
present invention, the total amount of the aforementioned 
nonionic surfactants to be incorporated is 0.5-10% based on 
the total amount of each composition, preferably 1.0-8.0%. 
When the amount is less than 0.5%, the time required for 
forming peelable film is prolonged and peelability becomes 
poor, providing disadvantages in use. When the amount is in 
excess of 10%, aggregation occurs; uniform application 
becomes difficult; and formed film is very weak. 
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
